things for us; whereof we are 
giad. 

“Turn again our captivity, O 
Lord, as the streams in the south. 
They that sow in tears shall reap 
in JOY. 

“He that goeth forth and weep- 
eth, bearing precious seed, shal: 
doubtless come again with rejoic- 
ing, bringing his sheaves’ with 
him.” 

“When the Lord turned again 
the captivity of Zion, we were 
like them that dream.” ‘The cap- 
tivity referred to must be the 
Babylonian captivity. We do not 
know the author of this psalm, 
but we know it is’ inspired by 
God. David wrote many psalms, 
Solomon, Moses, Asaph and oth- 
ers wrote some. The _ inspired 
writer here recalls the happy re- 
vival when the remnant unde: 
Nehemiah and Ezra returned from 
Babylon to build again the walls 
of Jerusalem and the Temple. It 
seemed too good to be true—it 
was almost like a happy dream 
when God turned the captivity of 
Zion. 

Then their mouths were filled 
with happy laughter. It was not 
frivolous laughter, but the deep, 
joyous laughter so close to tears, 
so close to the shouting of praise. 
I have never yet broken out into 
uncontrollable shouting of praise, 
but sometimes I have ween so hap- 
py that I could not refrain from 
laughter. So Sarah must have 
felt when God gave her the 
promised boy in her old age and 
she called him Isaac, “Laughter!”’ 
Many of us look back with min- 
gled joy and longing to the times 
of great revival and blessing, 
when our mouths were filled with 
laughter and our tongues’ with 
singing. 

“Then said they among the 
heathen, The Lord hath done great 
things for them. The Lord hath 
done great things for us, whereof 
we are glad.” The heathen were 
impressed with the marvelous de- 
liverance which God gave His peo- 
ple. Real, Heaven-sent revivals 
are like that. Outsiders know 
when God has visited His people. 
A great moving of repentance 
among the people of God, of tears, 
of restitution and _ reformation, 
times of joy and blessing and re- 
conciliation, make a profound im- 
pression upon a community round 
about. Such had been the revival 
to which the Psalmist here refers, 
and then his heart cries out to 
God for a return of revival. ““Turn 
again our captivity, O Lord, as 
the streams in the south.” 
Beware of Spiritual Bondage 

There are other’ captivities 
worse than being carried into 
Babylon. Our churches are cold, 
our hearts are cold, our prayers 
are cold. The Bible becomes a 
dull Book. The ministry becomes 
a thankless task—a burden to be 
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Soul- Winning 


borne. Our services become mere 
.orm, our sougs are meaningless. 
We feel the parching drouth of 
woridliness. Our souis long for a 
breath from Heaven. We need a 
rain of the Holy Spirit upon God's 
people. We are carried captive 
by our sins and are crushed by 
the world about us. Oh, God, 
turn our captivity again! 

The Psalmist prays a big pray- 
er and asks for a great revival. 
He piays, “Lurn i,ain our Cap- 
tivity, O Lord, as the streams in 
the south.’ He has in mind pos- 
sibly the Nile River, rising in 
Lake Tana in Ethiopia and then 
‘lowing down through the hills to 
the broad plains of Egypt, where 
every year, until conquered by 
the British dam, it overflowed all 
the banks and watered the low- 
land. It irrigated the valleys and 
enriched the soil with overwhelm- 
ing flood-tides of resistless water: 
May God send that kind of re- 
vival! As the song says, 

“Mercy drops round us are 

falling, 

But for 

plead.” 


The Psalmist may have had in 
mind the Euphrates and Tigris 
Rivers, great broad streams that 
flow together and then sweep ma- 
jestically on southeastward to 
empty their mighty burden into 
the Persian Gulf. We need to 
pray for and expect and try to 
have revivals that are as mighty 
as “the streams in the south.” 


“They that sow in tears shall 
reap in joy,” the Scripture says. 
Revivals and soul winning are 
always matters of sowing and 
reaping. It costs to be a soul 
winner. Soul winning should be 
a matter of the deepest concern. 
If a soul winner is willing to sow 
in tears, he will certainly be able 
to reap in joy. 

In verse 6, we have a clear out- 
line of God’s way to win souls 
and the certainty of results: 

“He that goeth forth and 
weepeth, bearing precious 
seed, shall doubtless come 
again with rejoicing, bringing 
his sheaves with him.” 

Analyze that verse and you 
will find these five parts in God’s 
plan of soul winning: 

1. “He that goeth forth’’—the 
GO in soul winning. 

2. “And weepeth’’—the BROK- 
EN HEART in soul winning. 

3. “Bearing precious seed”’— 
the WORD OF GOD in soul win- 
ning. 

4. “Shall doubtless come again 
... bringing his sheaves with him” 
—the CERTAINTY OF RESULTS 
with God’s method. 

5S. “Rejoicing....bringing his 
sheaves with him’’—the JOY OF 
THE REAPERS, or a soul-win- 
ner’s reward. 


The “Go” in Soul Winning 

God’s Word puts going as the 
first requirement in soul winning. 
How like the Great Commission, 
when Jesus said, “Go ye into all 
the world” (Mark 16:15), and 
again, ‘“‘“Go ye therefore’ (Matt. 
28:19). The main reason Chris- 
tians do not win souls is that 
they simply do not get at it. The 
one who wins souls is the one 
who tries to win souls, the one 
who talks to sinners, the one 
who makes it his business. 

Many have the impression that 
the best man or woman is the 
best soul winner—that the Chris- 
tian who has the highest moral 
Standards, pays his debts, avoids 
worldliness, attends church, tithes, 
etc., will automatically be the 
best soul winner; but that is not 
true. If it were true, then every 
Pharisee would have been a won- 
derful soul winner, but they were 
not. And many a Christian today 
prays, reads his Bible, attends 
church and carefully watches his 
daily life, yet never wins a soul. 
That is tragic, but true. 

How often in revivals a good 
sister or brother rises to testify 
and says, “I want to live such a 
godly life that sinners will see 
my daily walk and be saved!” 
The fact is, their living a godly 
life does not win sinners’ to 
Christ. That is not the way God 
has appointed to get sinners sav- 
ed. Living a godly life is impor- 
tant, vitally important for the one 
who would be a soul winner, but 
the first condition of soul winning, 
divinely appointed, is this—get up 
and go after sinners!

The average 
preacher is not a good persona. 


But in the same 
revival I have seen maiy, many 
times a young person, wid hau 


not been long converted, who 
knew little about the Bivle anu 
had little time to grow in Chr.s- 
tian~ grace, yet ne _ persistenti, 
and earnestly went after his 
friends until he won tar more 
souls than the preacners. I have 
known a fiiteen-year-old g:rl to 
win more souls in a revival than 


a half-dozen sincere preaciers, 
and the reason was that_ she 
obeyed the comiand of the 


Scriptures to go after that whic» 
was lost. If you want to be a 
soul winner the first thing to ao 
is to “go!” 

I have known mothers and 
fathers see their unsaved chil- 
drew grow up in the midst oi 
prayers, Bille reading and morai 
teaching, and yet never once 
earnestly, lovingly, and _ persis- 
tently press the matter of definite 
and immediate decision for Christ. 
Among the hundreds of sinners | 
have dealt with, no cases are sad- 
der than the unsaved sons and 
daughters of ministers. Young 
people tell me how they were ac- 
customed to family prayer in tne 
home and how they believed with 
all their heart in the sincerity 01 
mother’s and father’s faith; yet 
it would seem that mother and 
father never went after’ their 
children for definite and immiedi- 
ate decision. There is no possible 
substitute for the “go” in soul 
winning. Doubtless Paul the 
apostle was the greatest of all the 
apostles, and his greatness lay 
most of all, I think, in that, as 
he himself said, he was “in lab- 
ours more abundant.” 

Do not get the idea that soul 
winning is a matter of talent. 
People do not win souls because 
they are educated, because they 


are peculiarily fitted by nature 


for it, because of a magnetic per- 
sonality, or for any such reason. 
Those Christians who win the 
most souls are those who most 
persistently and with thg greatest 
abandon go after Sinners. 


We must realize that soul win- 
ning is not done in human power 
and human wisdom. It takes the 
power of the Holy Spirit to con- 
vict and to convert a sinner. But 
remember that Jesus said, “go 

. and, lo, I am with you alway, 
even unto the end of the world’ 
(Matt, 28:19, 20). The obedient 
heart who sets about the Mas- 
ter’s business, obeying His plain 
command to win souls, is far more 
likely to have the power of the 
Holy Spirit upon him, soul-win- 
ning power. Going is God's first 
requirement for soul winning. 

One who would.win souls must 
“be instant in season, out of sea- 
son” (II Tim. 4:2). The best soul 
winners are those who go when 
it is convenient and then go when 
it is not convenient. ‘Blessed 
are ye that sow beside all waters’ 
(Isa. 32:20). That is just another 
way of saying, “Blessed is the 
soul winner that tries to reach 
every sinner possible.” Again, 
“He that observeth the wind shall 
not sow; and he that regardeth 
the clouds shall not reap’ (Eccl. 
11:4). You may think you do not 
know enough Scripture to win 
souls, but in a few minutes you 
can learn John 3:16, and that has 
led to thousands of conversions. 
Learn it and go! You may feel 
you do not know what to say. 
Ask God to give you the message 
and go! You may not know to 
whom you should speak first, but 
if in loving obedience you go, 
the Holy Spirit will direct your 
steps and your words. “He that 
goeth forth” is the one who will 
win souls. 


It is said that in the last years 
of the war between the states, 


a farmer was drafted into the 
Confederate army. He did not 
know the drill manual. He did 


not know how to keep step on the 
march, nor how to salute. He 
knew none of the bugle calls. But 
he brought his squirrel rifle and 
when the command was given to 
attack he charged the Yankee 
lines, joining in the rebel _ yell. 
However, the grey-coated Con- 
federates were outnumbered and 
were soon driven back, 8he bu- 
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gle blew “retreat” and the thin 
grey line withdrew to safer 
ground. » As the battered soldiers 
treated their wounded, prepared 
their camp and threw up breast- 
works in the late afternoon, some 
one said, “Poor old Jim! He was 
either killed or taken a pr.soner 
in the first battle he was in! Too 
bad he didn’t know the bugle call 
to retveat and ran right into that 
nest of Yankees.” But = about 
suncown they saw two tired fel- 
lows coming over the hill. The 
one infront had on a blue uni- 


,.orm a 
grey. Somebody had taken a 
prisoner! As he saw the camp, 


he prodded his prisoner with 

a bayonet and somebody shouted, 
“It is Jim! It is Jim! Jim's 
got a prisoner! Where did you 
get him, Jim?” The farmer re- 
cruit drew up angrily. He felt they 
had all deserted him in the first 
battle! “Where did 1 get him?” 
he said, ““‘Why, the woods are full 
of the..i! Why dont yvu get 
one yourseif?” So the world is 
full of sinners, and you can take 
them alive for Christ, if you only 
so after them. 


My dear Christian friends, 
somewhere near you is a poor, 
lost soul, someone who would is- 
ten to you, someone who is bur- 
dened, someone who reaiixes he 
needs Christ. That soul is not 
saved because nobody has gone 
to tell him the message of salva- 
tion. “Go” is the first command 
of God to the soul winner. He 
that goeth forth is. the man -that 
returns with sheaves. If you 
want to be a soul winner then 
commit yourself to this holy busi- 
ness and go after sinners. Other 
things are necessary, but this is 
most necessary. If you would be 
a winner of souls, you must go 
forth. 


The Broken Heart in Soul 
Winning 

“He that goeth forth and weep- 
eth,”’ the Psalmist says, will come 
back with sheaves, rejoicing. Be- 
yond all doubt, this is another 
essential for the soul winner. If 
going forth is the first require- 
ment.of a soul winner, perhaps 
even the going involves a broken 
heart. If we care as we ought, 
we will go. A broken heart will 
send us forth. 


It is amazing that we have few 
tears when there is so much to 
weep about.” Have you ever felt 
the compassion that Jesus had as 
He looked on the multitude? Have 
you ever experienced what was 
in His heart as He wept over Je- 
rusalem, and said, “O Jerusalem, 
Jerusalem, thou that killest the 
prophets, and stonest them which 
are sent unto thee, how often 
would I have gathered thy chil- 
dren together, even as a hen 
gathereth her chickens under her 
wings, and ye would not!” 
The love of the shepherd for the 
lost sheep, the tender compas- 
sion of the father for his prodigal 
son, exemplify the broken heart 
of God and of Christ over sin- 
ners. If we are to win souls as 
we ought, we must go, weeping. 

Sometimes preachers are 
ashamed to weep; more often our 
hearts are too cold to weep over 
sinners. It was not so with Paul. 
To the assembled elders of Ephe- 
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sus, Paul urgently said, ‘‘There- 
fore watch, and remember, that 
by the space of three years I 
ceased not to warn everyone 


20:31). Paul warned people night 
and day. In verse 20 of the same 
chapter, he declares that he 
taught “publicly and from house 
to house.” Paul went forth to 
win souls publicly and from house 
to house, night and day. He pwt 
the “Go” in soul winning. But 
best of all, he went with teansé 
They that sow in tears shall reap

Often I am amazed at the cal 
lousness of my own heart, How 
strangely absorbed we become im 
the things about us until we have 
litle concern about souls te be 
eternally blessed or to be etven- 
ally tormented!

When I first began preaching, 
I remember how I wvypc from the 
beginning to the end of my ser- 
mons. 1 Was embarrassed about 
it. This was wholly unlike the 
college debating, the commence- 
ment addresses and other public 
speaking which I had been ac- 
customed to doing. The tears 
ilowed down my cheeks almost 
coniinually, and I was so broken 
up that sometimes I could scarce- 
ly talk, Then I grew ashamed of 
my tears and longed to speak 
more logically. As I recall, I ask- 
ed the Lord to give me better 
control of myself as I preached. 
My tears soon vanished and I 
found I had only the dry husk of 
preaching left. Then I * begged 
God to give me again the broken 
heart, the concern, even if it 
meant tears in public and a trem- 
bling voice. I feel the same need 
today. We preachers ought te 
cry out like Jeremiah, “Oh, that 
my head were waters, and mine 
eyes a fountain of tears, that I 
might weep day and night for the 
Slain of the daughter of my peo- 
ple!” (Jer. 9:1). 

The personal soul winner needs 
a broken heart. The cold and 
callous sinner can, it may be, an- 
swer all your arguments and 
withstand all your pleas, but he 
has no argument against tears. kK 
you have a holy compassion that 
is given of God, wrought by the 
Holy Spirit in your heart, until 
tears flow down your face as you 
talk to sinners, then you have a 
magnet that must tug at the 
heart of the coldest and hardest 
of unbelievers. After all, nothing 
can prove you and your message 
better than a love like Christ had 
for sinners. It is not hard to be- 
lieve that God so loved the world, 
that He gave His Son, if those 
of us who tell about it have 
some of the same love to trans- 
form our appeal and give urgency 
to our message. May God give 
us tears! 


Do You Care for the Dying? 
After all, humanly speaking, 
there must be a multitude whe 
are unsaved because nobody 
especially cares. Many a man 
has felt in his heart the cry of the 
Psalmist, “No man cared for wy 
soul!” A college senior told me 
weeping, after I had just won him 
to Christ, “Nobody seemed to care 
whéther I was saved or not!” K 
is one of the standing complaints 
that the sinner and the backslider 
has against our modern churches, 
that when they go to church ne 
one seems to care, no one shakes 
hands with them, no one seems 
glad to see them. 
A seventeen-year-old boy im 
Waxahachie, Texas, told Mrs. Rice 
that no one had ever in his life 
talked to him about being a 
Christian. His mother and father 
were church members, he had 
often attended Sunday school and 
church and revivals, and yet no one 
had ever urged him to trust ia 
Christ and be saved. Surely # 
must have been that no one cared 
very much.

That is the lAw 
ef the survival of the physically 
fittest. That is the jungle. 

But in Christ’s eyes the brazen 
aet of the thieves was no more 
peprehensible than the act of those 
‘whose moito was, “What's mine is 
mine.”” Here was a man bleeding 
amd down. His pockets had been 
turned wrong side out. He was 
penniless and helpless. Certainly 
he was a poor prospect for the 
eollection plate. So the minister 
was quite . ..y with his theology; 
and, though he undoubtedly de- 
plored the incident and maybe 
decided to use it as an illustration 
in his next Sunday’s sermon, he 
passed by without giving assist- 
ance. The church official who 
came by later may have called the 
sheriff, for he no doubt argued 
with himself that, if this kind of 
thing continued, he himself or 
members of his family might be 
the next victim. However. he went 


ais own way, tended to his own 


vusiness, and took care of his own 
affairs. But Christ telis us that 
nere happcned by a\man who did 
something about it. Unfortunately 
he was not a church member at 
all, But the heart of the Christian 
beat in his bosom. He worked on 
the basis, doubtful with many, 
chat “‘what’s mine is thine, if 
you need it.” And the man by 
the’ side of Jericho road un- 
doubitedly needed it. 


2. Every Person Is Made by 
Others 


When I was a young 
preacher, I was trer. isly in- 
fluenced by the story oc a great 
Scotch preacher. As a boy, he 
had been wayward and had caused

iis widowed mother’ much grief. 
One night he was preparing to

pleaded with him, weeping openly.

would be a miracle indeed. God 
knows I can never thank Him 
enough for the tributaries’ that 


have flowed into the stream of 
my life—a Christian home, though 
it was a cabin; a father who held 
family prayers, though when I 
was a little boy he had never gone 
to school; a mother who told me 
Bible stories and prayed with me, 
though she never finished the 
second reader; hundreds, yea 
thousands, of glorious souls, saints 
of God, who along the trail have 
given me of themselves, fed me 
from their experience, propped me 
with their faith, shielded me with 
their prayers. 

3. The Crime of All Crimes Is 

Ruinous Influence 

In my text God is facing the first 
crime of man in his relationship 
to man within his world. Here is 
crime! Unfortunately, we have 
never appraised this crime at its 
terrible ultimate. We have failed 
to recognize the limits, the conse- 
quences, the ends, the goals of 
the crimes of evil influence and 
example. “Who steals my purse 
steals trash.”” Yet men are sent 
to the penitentiary for stealing a 
purse. But what of men who rob 
their fellows of honor, sobriety, 
virtue, manhjpod, womanhood, 
character? What of selfish, sin- 
ful fathers who rob their children 
of a chance in life and a hope for 
eternity ? 

I recall that in my very early 
ministry a man rode his horse by 
our little parsonage almost every 
Saturday morning. He had been 
what we then. called a rich man. 
He had owned two fine farms. He 
hag four splendid boys and two 
daughters. His oldest daughter 
was married. His younger had 
finished preparing herself for col- 
lege, but she knew she could never 
finish her education. Her father 
was a drunkard. One farm had 
already been sacrificed. Neighbors 
remarked that # had “gone down 
his throat.” The other farm was 
mortgaged. Saturday evenings we 
would notice the horse going 
slowly homeward. Sometimes the 
bridle reins would be dragging the 
ground. On the horse would be 
the drunken, sodden form of this 
farmer. I could never understand 
how he could remain in the saddle 
in his condition! 

One evening I said to my wife: 
‘Nelle, wouldn’t it be a great 
thing if old man —-——— would 
fall off that horse some Saturday 
evening and break his neck!” 

My wife stopped her Saturday- 
night baking in astonishment. 
“Why Bob, what do you mean?” 
she said. “That’s an awful thing 
for a Christian and a preacher 
to say!” 


“But Nelle,” I insisted rather | 


lamely, “if he would kill himself, 
those four fing boys would pay the 
mortgage off the farm. They 
woulq buy clothing for their 
mother so that she could attend 
church, They would send their 
little sister to college. They would 
hold their heads up and be some- 
body!’ 

I doubt if I convinced my wife, 
but Providence seemed with me; 
for, while he did not get drunk 
again and break his neck, he did 
go to bed that next week with 
pneumonia. He was fertile ter- 
ritory for its ravages. In those 
days we had funerals on Sunday. 
So we buried him the following 
Sunday. 


At my next service at the little 
country chuich his boys drove a 
span of mules hitched to a new 
surrey up to the “‘meetinghouse.”’ 
Their mother alighted. She wore 
a new black dress. We left the 
circuit that fall, but the boys sent 
their little sister off to college. 
She is today the only member of 
that family with a B.A. degree. 
They paid off the mortgage and, 
I understand, bought back the farm 
that had “gone down the throat” 
of their father. 

It is a terrible thing to say, but 
there are thousands of little chil- 
dren in America who would have 
a better chance in life, and a far 
better hope for eternity, should 
their mothers be found dead in 
bed some morning. Here are the 
crimes that do not make the head- 
lines in the morning papers. Here 
are the crimes that are linked 
with the fact of God-imposed re- 
sponsibility. 


4. Remember “Little 
Johnnie” 


I am constantly being met 
with questions: “Will a _ social 
drink make a drunkard of me?” 
“Will a game of cards hurt me?” 
“Will the dance rob me of my 
virtue?” Your soul is important, 
and you have a right to consider 
these questions. But the first 
question that ever fell from the 
lips of man, as he stood faée to 
face with God and his crime. did 
not concern himself. He was not 
asking what his crime would do 
for him. The penalty was more 
than he could bear, and he later 
sdid so. But his question was, 
“Am I my brother’s keeper?” The 
first question of every Christian 
should be concerning his brother. 
What will my example do for 
others? What will it do for those 
who are not as strong asI? What 
will it do for the boy or girl who 
lacks self-control? What will it 
do for those with inbred weak- 
nesses ? 


I once met a great preacher at 
his front gate, and we walked to- 
gether toward the Monday-morn- 
ing preachers’ meeting. He was 
smoking a big cigar and enjoying 
it. We passed a yard in which a 
little boy played. “Hello, Dr. 
——__——.,”” yelled the little rascal, 
with admiration and _ affection 
simply bubbling from every syl- 
lable. The Doctor took the cigar

from his mouth and beamed upon 
the laddie, now scampering toward 
us. “How’s Johnnie this morn- 
ing ?” he inquired, as he lifted him 
in his arms and kissed his cheek. 

We walked on. “Great kid,” he 
said. Then, turning to me, he 
inquired, “Why don’t you smoke? 
A good cigar never hurt any 
man,”’ 

“That kid,” I answered. 

“Who? What’” he asked, 

“Little Johnny,” was my reply. 

He turned and looked back up 
the street toward the yard as 
though he expected to see the little 
boy down upon the earth as the 
result of some accident. 


“What do you*mean!” It was 
not a question. It was a challenge. 
There was indignation in his voice. 
He stopped, facing me. 

“I mean,” said I, “that I have a 
little Johnnie in my Sunday school 
also—a score of them. They play 
in their front yards, Their 
mothers can talk to them all week 
of the evils of nicotine and plead 
with them not to become cigarette 
addicts, and their Sunday-school 
teachers can back it up on Sunday 
morning. Then I can calmly stroll 
by those front yards on Monday 
morning and undo all the admoni- 
tions, counteract all the prayers, 
and blast all the hopes of those 
mothers and Sunday-school 
teachers, with just one big, black 
cigar.” 

That preacher's face was the 
gray of ashes. He took the cigar 
from his mouth, dropped it on thé 
sidewalk, crushed M under his 
foot, and never said a word. We 

ralked silently toward the preach- 
' meeting. 

5. The Christian Must Be 
Controlled by His Weak 
Brother’s Conscience, as 

Well as by His Own 

A Christian dare not touch, or 
taste, or handle the unclean thing 
which, though he himself might 
escape unscathed, would tarnish 
and stain and doom and damn his’ 
brother. 

Commentators have found ex- 
planations of Paul's “eat no flesh 
while the world standeth” that to 
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many today are more pleasing 
than would be the bristling com- 
ments of the bearded circuit rid- 
ery of my childhood. These mod- 
ern interpreters have bled that 
quotation white, and I am not 
co-ivinced. 


[fhe meat question was up 
for discussion in the chu:ich at 
Corinth, and Paul did not avoid 
it. His personal attitude was that 
the eating of meat would neither 
save nor damn him. He Said of 
meat: “Neither, if we eat, are we 
the better: neither, if we eat not, 
are we the worse.” And _ then, 
strange to say, he began to talk 
about “stumbling blocks” and 
urged the Christians at Corinth 
to watch carefully this ‘“‘liberty 
of yours.” He even said boldly 
that there is danger of a weak 
brother—one “for whom Christ 
died’’"—-perishing because of this 
“personal liberty” and advanced 
knowledge that the _ stronger 
Christian may have. And then 
he declared flatly that “when ye 
sin so against the brethren, and 
wound their weak conscience, ye 
sin against Christ.” The same 
meat question was evidently agi- 
tating the church at Rome, for in 
Paul’s letter to the Romans he 
said, “Destroy not him with thy 
meat, for whom Christ died.” 

Paul’s philosophy of Christian 
conduct is correct and imperative. 
“If meat make my brother to 
offend, I will eat no flesh while 
the world standeth.” Paul was 
not thinking of himself. He was 
not considering his own soul. He 
was not selfishly seeking out 
some new perfection in conduct 
for his own betterment. Note the 
last clause of the sentence, “Lest 
I make my brother to offend.’ 
Paul opened and closed with con- 
cern for his brother. He began 
and ended with the other fellow. 
Here is without a doubt the first 
law of Christian conduct. 

Any Christian who faces world- 
liness on this high ground is safe. 
There need be no fear of blunder- 
ing when the eternal destiny of 


“the other fellow” is in your 
thoughts. 
Several years ago a woman 


came to me in a Southern city, 
much concerned about her only 
son. He had been a teller in the 
bank of which her husband was 
the president. He had taken sev- 
eral thousand dollars from the 
bank and had “played the money 
on the races.” The father was 
forced, when the embezzlement 
was discovered, to remove his son 
from the position which he had 
filled. This mother confided in 
me that in her club she had played 
bridge, at first for prizes and 
later for money; that finally she 
had joined her friends at games 
of poker for a small stake. She 
kept insisting that she did not 
think these practices had hurt 
her. 

This mother accidentally di- 
vulged, however, a terrible secret. 
She said that she and the father 
—himself an official in the church 
—who played Sunday golf ‘for 
small wagers,” had talked with 
the boy and that he had reminded 
them of their social practices. 
Said she, “He asked me what was 
the difference. I couldn’t tell 


him.” Then _ pathetically she 
added, “Can you?” I frankly 
told her I could not. She wept 


pitifully and complained that, as 
teacher of a Sunday-school class 
of young ladies, she was unable 
to secure their attention and al- 
leg’ ance, 


6 Rescuing Others, Christ’s 
Central Command for 
Christians 

Such a condition has become a 
blight within the church! It 
withers, deadens, kills! Paul 
dealt with it. The fathers dealt 
with it. The clergy must again 
deal with it. 

Jesus came not only to save 
men from their sins but to fit 
and qualify men for the greatest 
work in the world—that of “broth- 
er keeping.” Discipleship means 
nothing less. There is no such 
thing as a_ selfish Christianity. 
Those who would simply save 
their lives shall lose them. Ev- 
ery thing is lost when a man cen- 
ters the saving business in him- 
self. If there is no outflow, there 
is stagnation. If there is intake 
enough, there must be outflow. 
The green pastures and jbeautiful

a the volume of the rivers thai 


supply the lake. Christians shall 
be “as rivers of water in a dry 
place.” When showers fall from 
above, rivulets and brooks and 
creeks and rivers tiow below. 

Some churches unite only to 
find that a few years later the 
united church is no larger than 
was the smaller of the two which 
united. Other churches’ divide, 
and before long there are two 
churches, each as strong as the 
original. Christ does not work 4s 
man works. Chain-store religion 
is a failure. Man is interested in 
the intake. Christ is concerned 
about the outgo. 


I recall that in my childhood a 
certain religious group almost 
swallowed up the mountains. My 
grandfather started out as a 
preacher in that church, I taught 
school back near the edge of 
Buchanan County, Virginia. i 
did not find a single family in 
that whole community that was 
not affiliated with this religious 
movement. They were simple, 
plain people, but quite sincere and 
in many ways very fine. They 
closed my school every Friday at 
noon, preached all the afternoon 
and late into the night, all day 
Saturday, and all day Sunday-—— 
with dinners on the ground—and 
never used the same preacher 
twice. If you rang the bell, their 
preachers would come literally in 
swarms. 

They sincerely believed they 
were the called and elected of 
God. They had religion, and no- 
body else could get it. They hug- 
ged it to their hearts, enjoyed it, 
and had a great time with it. 
They simply reveled in it. 

But back before my day a 
group had split off from this origi- 
nal stock. They were at first a 
peculiar variety indeed. They be- 
lieved that they should go out and 
tell the whole world that Jesus 
redeemed all mankind on Calvary 
and offered salvation to everyone 
who. repented and believed. They 
called themselves “missionary” be- 
cause of this peculiarity, But they 
had found the secret of Heaven’s 
atomic bomb. Today they belt 
the earth, but the species from 
which they sprang is as rare as 
an occasional katydid in the dead- 
ened timbers of my _ childhood 
mountains. All who are left have 
white whiskers and no teeth. Ht 
will not be long until the last old- 
timer will sleep beneath the tomb- 
stones of the past. These people 
claimed the favor of Heaven, and 
many had the grace of God; but 
they would not share with others! 

I heard of a rescued sailor who 
was taken from the stormy sea, 
delirious from his experience with 
the elements. But he tried to fight 
his way back into the ocean, cry- 
ing constantly, “There’s another 
man out there!” This delirious 
cry of the half-drowned seaman 
is the battle slogan of Christian- 
ity. It is the heart of the Great 
Commission. It is the motive 
power in the missionary enter- 
prise. It is the key to growth 
and progress and victory. 

Not only was God face to face 
with man’s first crime when the 
words of this text were uttered, 
and not only did Jesus Christ 
come to translate Cain’s lame 
alibi into the greatest challenge 
of the Christian church; but here 
was a man sinking to the lowest 
levels, though not too low for the 
long arm of Christ to reach him! 


7. Man’s Foulest Crime 


Cain was a murderer. “Thou 
shalt not kill” is the peak of the 
“shalt nots” of the Decalogue. 
The taking of human life is rec- 
ognized as worthy of the most 
severe penalties: Libraries of 
blood-curdling plotting, thousands 
of horrifying portrayals on the 
screen, multitudes of gory re- 
citals by way of radio, pour out 
the fact that murder is, in human 
thinking, man’s foulest crime. But 
is physicial murder man’s foulest 
crime? 

When I was a boy I once heard a 
great orator. He too was a young 
man. He swayed the multitudes. 
He became a United States sena- 
tor. He did not kill anybody. Yet 
I later saw him as he was taken 
off to the penitentiary. His face 
was the picture of intensified an- 
guish. He did not try to hide it. 
For with him was his son, also 
under .sentence for the same 
crime. Over and over the elder of 
the two mén muttered, “I led him 


: 


into #! KH would have been 
more merciful had this father 
strangled his son in infancy. 

I visited a man—a man in jail— 
who had at one time been worth 
millions. He too, with his son, 
was waiting to be transported to 
prison. He never reached the 
prison, though his son did. He 
died in a padded cell for the in- 
sane. He had called for me be- 
cause I was a minister, but it 
was too late. 

As I tried to pray for the man, 
advise amd console him, he paced 
the floor, holding his head in his 
hands as though it would burst 


and moaning: “You must do 
something. You have influence. 
See the district attorney. Go 


plead with the judge. It’s all 
right to send me up. «I’m guilty. 
But my boy! He used to say, 
‘Dad, are you sure tnis is all 
right? Do you know you're with- 
in the law?’ I made a thief of 
him, I wrecked him in his youth. 
I killed his honor. I destroyed 
his sense of right. Let them take 
it out on me. I'm the guilty 
one!”” On and on he raved. 

Here again, had this father but 
slipped up to the little bed where 
his baby boy lay sleeping and 
driven a knife into his heart, it 
would have been merciful. 

My wife and I were in a diner 
recently when a young mother 
and her little boy, possibky four 
years old, came in  for* dinner. 
She ordered wine, and began to 
drink and smoke while the meal 
was coming. The little fellow 
begged for a taste. She gave him 
a sip. -He begged for more. She 
responded. He kept on asking for 
the stuff. She kept giving the 
child the intoxicant. Finally she 
grew weary with his begging and 
soundly cursed him. He shrank 
back into his chair and stared at 
her. My wife said to me, 
“Wouldn't it be a great thing for 
that little boy if he could die to- 
night, rather than live to be rear- 
ed by that mother!” 

The fact is, there is murder of 
character, murder of manihood, 
murder of womanhood, murder of 
the eternal soul, eternal murder! 
The terror of this thing that 
Christ faced on Calvary has not 
yet gripped the Christian church. 
It is ours, if we be Christian, to 
throw the life line to those whose 
characters, whose eternal souls, 
are sinking down into death. In 
Christ’s stead and as His repre- 
sentatives, we are the rescue 
squad. If there is resuscitation, 
we furnish the instruments and 
become the agents. We are bat- 
tling for men’s eternal lives. We 
are fighting this good fight that 
men, doomed to die eternally, 
shall live forevermore. 

When God promised that the 
seed of the woman should bruise 
the serpent’s head, He announced 
a plan, begun in the morning of 
the ages, for the salvaging of 
dying humanity. Christ came to 
conquer death. He went into the 
grave upon .that mission. The 
Book tells us that Hell saw the 
entrance of a plumed knight—the 
only one who ever rode the cinder 
paths victoriously—the hoofs of 
whose steed trod down the evil 
powers of eternal death, and 
who, when He came forth from 
the grave alive forevermore, had 
at His belt the keys to death and 
Hell. 

Christ came for the.other fel- 
low. He was the first great 
“brother keeper.” 


8. When Empty-Handed 
Christians Come to 
Judgment 

Sometimes I am not so sure 
as to the big, first question of 
the judgment. Most Christian 
teachers hold that the saved will 
not be judged for their sins, since 
Christ in His atoning sacrifice has 
abundantly taken care of that. If 
we are in Him, we are covered. 
They tell us, however, that there 
is a judgment for the Chris- 
tian. His reward will be de- 
termined by his works. If that 
is true, the judgment may 
be an excruciating moment, even 
for the redeemed. 


“Mother, where is your son?” 
“Father, where is your boy?” 
“Neighbor, where is the man who 
lived over the picket fence?” 
“Christian, where is the woman 
who worked by your side at the 
counter?” It is one thing to 
find your soul gloriously and eter- 
nally saved in that momentous 
hour and quite another to find 
about you those who came the 
way of your influence and ex- 
ample, who were your very own,

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it. How many uncounted thou- 
sands have been led to Christ 
through the literature who never 
wrote to tell us, we cannot say 
until we meet them in Heaven. 
But we can be sure that all around 
the world are people saved because 
He helped us to be faithful in 
writing Bible messages and then 
getting them out as widely a6 
possible. 


Two Young German Soldiers 
Saved in Paris, France 


The first letter I will share with 
you is from two young Germans, 
former German soldiers and then 
prisoners of war at Fort Sheridan 
and Camp Grant, Illinois. They 
were led to Christ by a copy of 
the booklet, “What Must I Do To 
Be ‘Saved?” given by Major 
Schaffner of the Salvation Army 
headquarters in Paris, France. 
Here is the letter for your re- 
joicing and your prayers: 


*“Paris, January 1, '48

“Dear Brother Rice: 


“Realizing that we are sinners 
and believing that Christ died for 
our sins, we here and now trust 
Him to be our personal Saviour, 
depending on Him to forgive all 
our sins, change our hearts and 
give us everlasting life as He 
promised to do. We are glad t&@ 
confess Him as our Saviour and 
gladly mail this to let you know.

“Nic. H. Hoelnberg 

“P. S. Your booklet, ‘What 
Must I Do To Be Saved?’ has been 
given to us by Major Schaffner of 
the Salvation Army Hq. m Paris. 


who mingled with you in earth’s 
daily living, who walked and 
talked with you. And if your 
boy should not be present, what 
heart-searching! What would be 
your excuse? Would you, like 
Cain, produce an alibi? 

And is it possible that, though 
no heart will be empty of joy in 
that celestial clime, some mark, 
like the mark on Cain’s forehead, 
may be forever on your heart if, 
through your negligence, -through 
your evil example, through your 
unsanctified experience, your very 
own should miss the gate? I do 
not know how an infinite Father 
will take care of critical situa- 
tions in that eternal world. I am 
satisfied that He will. But I 
have yet to discover how the cup 
of joy can overflow for any “sin- 
ner saved by grace’ whose life 
did not fruit in the salvation of 
others—his sons and daughters, 
his friends and neighbors, his 
companions and associates. 

I am certain that the cry shall 
not be heard in Heaven: “My pun- 
ishment is greater than I ‘can 
bear!” God will see to that. But 
how the lips of the redeemed who 
have permitted their loved ones 
to slip through their fingers into 
Hell shall hold back that cry— 
that belongs to Him; the ques- 
tion is too much for me! 

Of one thing I am certain: The 
greatest challenge to the Chris- 
tian church is the fact that liv- 
ing, dying men and women are 
sinking into eternal despair all 
about us. Sin that brings death 
is everywhere. The broad and 
beaten road that leads to destruc- 
tion is crowded—jammed and 
packed—with immortal souls. 

And I am as certain of another 
fact—the fact that Jesus died on 
Calvary’s cross for aH mankind, 
that every man who believes on 
Him as Saviour and Lord’ is sav- 
ed and shall live forevermore in 
bliss and joy. 

Nor are these two facts more 
firmly founded within my soul 
than the truth of man’s responsi- 
bility for his fellow man—the 
truth that Paul preached ang liv- 
ed by, the truth that threads the 
New Testament like a great high- 
way, the truth that the grace of 
God through Jesus Christ unto 
Salvation uses human _§instru- 
ments as its channels and agents, 
and has no other. Christ sent 
His disciples out upon that very 
mission and for that very purpose. 
Christ sends us out with no less 


glorious commission! . 
“And shall I sone lead anded be!” 
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We are two poor Germans who 
have been POW’s in Fort Sheridan, 
Hil., and Camp Grant, Ill. After 
owr discharge we could not geo 
home, due to the fact our past 
of the country has been occupied 
by Poland. Homeless and hungry, 
we are looking for a new home. 
The Lord showed ws the way to 
Paris. Through aH dangers of 
the war and post-war days He 
was leading us. And we believe 
that He will assist us in the future, 
Gladly we would go into His serv- 
ice, fight for Him and bring His 
Word into the whote world. 

“We are livme m Paris a 
refugees and we have a bad time. 
We don’t speak French well, and 
according to be a German, it’s very 
harg to get a job. It’s our wish 
to go back to Illinois, the countsy 
we've seen as PW’s and we've 
learned to love. 

“Dear Brother Rice, is it possible 
for you or one of your friends to 
help us in our need? Always we 
would have to thank you. 

“We are young, 22 years, aad 
former philosophy students. We 
both speak English fluently. 
Please let us know if there ig any 
possibility that you could use ws 
to help in bringing the Word of 
the Lord into the world. We would 
be glad to get an answer from you 
pretty soon (Air-mail).

I hope you will pray with me 
that God will leaqg these young 
men to get training for full-time 
Christian work and go into the 
service of the Lord, as I believe 
they want to do. Perhaps they 
ought to come as students to some 
American Bible institute or Chris- 
tian college and give themselves 
wholly to God’s work.

The prisons are a very fruitful 
place for Christian work.  Thow- 
sands of men have been saved 
when they came to the end of the 
road of sin and found the distréss 
that sin always brings at the end.

training. Mrs. Rice and I often 
attended the Seminary dill Bap- 
tist Church (now the .Gambreil 
Street Baptist Church). Mrs. Rice 
attended a class for women taught 
by Mrs. Scarborough, a fine 
teacher, whose illustrious husband 
has been president of the Seminary 
for many years.

I lived not far 
away, and so did many other 
preachers. This unsaved woman 
had been attending the services. 
I felt that surely she must be 
gospel hardened. It seemed to 
me likely that she had been ap- 
proached many, many times about 
her soul in that warm evangelistic 
atmosphere. With some dread we 
prepared to go visit her and try

This incident has come back to 
my mind many and many a time 
to remind me of this question, 
“Do you really care about sin- 
ners’'' We are so professional, so 
formal, that we let people all 
around us go to Hell because we 
do not really care. If we had a 
broken heart over sinners like the 
dear Saviour had, if we went forth 
weeping to find those who need 
the Saviour, we would feel re- 
sponsible to find out those who 
were lost. Many are hardhearted 
and indifferent. Many do not want 
to discuss their sad, lost condition, 
ang Jesus Christ, the remedy. But 
if we go with tears and hearts full 
of tender love for sinners for whom 
Jesus died, we will find those who 
can be saved and who ought to be 
saved. 

How shameful] it will be for 
many Christiars) when they hear 
the plaintive cry of lost sinners 
at the judgment of God, as they 
say: ‘“‘No man cared for my soul!” 
T know that ail who reject Christ 


My wite 
engaged a woman to stay with the 
@hildren a whole afternoon, and 
after prayer we went to call on the 
unsaved woman, prepared» for a 
long and harg battle to win her 
to Christ. 

She met us at the door with a 
friendly smile. She seemed pleased 
that we came to see her. We are 
So often cowards when we come 
to speak about Christ, and that 
afternoon I looked about me to 
find some point of contact that I 
might come gradually to the ques- 
tion of salvation. On the table I 
Saw a nice new Bible, and I com- 
mented upon it. She said, “Yes, 
my mother gave me that last 
Christmas.” Then I  said,. “I 
understand you are not a Chris- 
tian. Wouldn’t it be wonderful if 
you were a Christian, so that you 
and your husband could read the 
Word of God together every 
night?” Her face was very grave 
as she answered, “We are not 
Christians, but we do read the 
Bible every night. Every night 
since last Christmas we have read 
a chapter in this new Bible.” 

I was somewhat taken back and 
nonplussed, so [_ started over 
again, and said, “But if you were 
a Christian, when you read this 
Bible you and your husbang could 
get down together and pray, and 
ask God to bless you and lead you 
right and keep you safe through 
the night. Wouldn’t it be fine to 
be a Christian and have family 
prayer?” 

Her lips trembled. Tears came 
into her eyes as she said, “I’m 
not a Christian, but we do pray. 
Every night my husband and l 
read a chapter in this Bible, and 
then get down On our knees and 
pray.” 

i hardly knew what to say. Here 
was a woman whom I had sup- 
posed was gospel hardened. I 
supposed that many, many times 
she had turned down the Saviour. 
Living in the midst of Christians 
and special workers, I thought that 
surely she must have been urged 
many times to trust in Christ. But 
instead of being hardened, she and 
her husband were daily reading the 
Bible and praying. And even then 
she was in tears! So I left off 
ali devices and plainly asked the 
question, ‘““Then why is it that you 
have turned down Jesus? Why is 
it you are not a Christian ?” Break- 
ing out into sobbing she said, “I 
want to be Christian, but I don’t 
know how!” 

My heart was stirred. To my 
shame I found that right here, a 
few blocks away from me, was a 
woman who daily read the Bible 
and prayed and tried to fing God. 
Around her were preachers and 
their wives and others dedicated to 
lifetime Christian work as gospel 
singers, Christian education work- 
ers and missionaries. All of us 
were occupied with our Own busi- 
ness and never took time to tell 
this lost woman how to be saved. 

I took up that new Bible and 
said, “Well, God bless you; you 
awe going to find out how to be 


are wicked sinners and without 
excuse. Men ought to seek the 
Saviour and find Him, for He is 
nut far from every penitent heart. 
But I know also that any Christian 
ho does not love and seek sinn®rs 
; without excuse...He is uiirue co 
is Saviour, ungrateful for his 
own salvation, and disobedient to 
the great commission that God has 
given him. May God give us 
tender, broken heerts and weeping 
eyes, aS we go out to win souls. 
Nothing in this world will take 
the place of tears. Tears touch 
the heart of God. He said to 
Hezekiah, “I have heard thy 
prayer. I have seen thy tears: be- 
hold, I will add unto thy days 
fifteen years” (Isa. 38:5). If tears 
touch the heart of God, we may 
be sure that they somehow make 
a way into the hardest human 
hearts. Nothing proves @ soul 
winner’s sincerity like his broken 
heart, his tearful concern. I will 
know-that there is a difference in 
my preaching when God gives me 
a heavenly compassion for sinners, 
until I cannot keep back the tears; 
until I yearn over sinners in the 
tenderest, broken-hearted anxiety. 
“He that goeth forth and weep- 
eth,” the Scripture says, is the 
man who will come back rejoicing 
with his sheaves. The broken 
heart is indispensible for the soul 
winner. And if you do not have 
a broken, tender heart, a concern 
for sinners, and tears over their 
lost condition, then I suggest that 
you wait before God, until the 
Holy Spirit gives you this Christ- 
like concern, this shepherd heart 
to seek the lost ones. Wait before 
the Lord, until] He gives you tears 
out of His boundless, world- 
embracing, brokenhearteg love for 
sinners! Then go forth with tears. 


The Word of God in Soul 
Winning 

The soul winner must go forth 
not only weeping, but “bearing 
precious seed.” The Saviour in 
the parable of the sower tells us, 
“The seed is the word of God” 
(Luke 8:11). This is the precious 
seed that the soul winner must 
carry, if he would come.back with 
sheaves. 

How important # is that we 
take the good seed, the only seed 
that has the divine power to 
spring up in the human heart with 
the fruit of salvation! The would- 
be soul winner must know ahead 
of time that he cannot win souls 
by human wisdom, human influ- 
ence, personal magnetism, or tact. 
He goes, not to reform mem, but 
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to save them. A reformation might 
take place without a supernatural, 
uivine act in the heart. Men have 
ween Known to ieave off drinking, 
-u.wiNg, or even a Career of crime, 
uuder we moral iniuence of some 
suong Character of some great 
life. sut I must reming you now 
that that is not saivation. Unless 
there is a Supeina.ural change of 
neart, a regeueracion, a new birth, 
the sinner is stiil a iost sinner, a 
reyecter of Christ, a rebel against 
God, juSiiy comdemned and Hell- 
bouna. Admit it now, dear soul 
winner, you must have heavenly 
heip in this business of saving 
Sinners. “For the weapons of our 
wartare are not carnal, but mighty 
through God to the pulling down 
of strong holds” (II Cor. 10:4). 
xou must take supernatural 
weapons for this watliare, super- 
natural seed for this sowing. You 
must take the living, supernatural 
Word of God. .“The word of God 
is quick, and powerful, and sharper 
than any two-edged sword, pierc- 
ing even to the dividing asunder 
of soul and spirit, and of the joints 
and marrow, and is a discerner of 
the thoughts and intents of the 
heart” (Heb. 4:12). Remember 
the word of God to Jeremiah, “Is 
not my word like as a fire? saith 
the Lord; and like a hammer that 
breaketh the rock in _ pieces?” 
(Jer. 23:29). 

Depend upon the Word of God 
to bring conviction. You cannot 
out-talk a sinner. Do not depend 
upon long, drawn out arguments. 
Place your dependence upon the 
Sharp Word of God. This is holy 
seed. and within every verse there 
is the germ of eternal life. The 
soul winner must have confidence 
in the living Word of God. It is 
inspired of God. It is eternally 
correct. The Word of God reveals 
every sinner’s condition. It shows 
the love of God. Its promises are 
so faithful that faith comes by 
hearing the Word of God. If you 
go forth weeping, sowing this seed, 
you may expect a blessed harvest. 
The soul winner ought to learn 
by memory many, many Scrip- 
tures. He should saturate himself 
in the message of the Word of 
God. He should speak in terms 
of the Word. He should surrender 
himself to the Holy Spirit who is 
the author of the Word. When 
the Spirit wields the Sword of the 
Spirit, then a mighty work is 
done. 

Often, some wife has said, “Oh, 
Brother -Rice, I hope you Can say 
something that will touch my 
husband’s heart.” Let us _ not 
think that _ illustrations, logic, 
songs or poems will win souls. 
These are useful and blessed of 
God only as they carry the Word, 
and as they shed light ang under- 
standing upon the Word of God. 
Blessed is the. soul winner who 
quotes a scripture, or better yet, 
who points out a suitable scripture 
to a sinner and has him read it. 
There are scriptures to fit every 
case, and the well-prepared spirit- 
led soul winner will use the Word 
of God with mighty effect. 

Once in our home a group agreed 
to pray while a young woman 
went to see a girl friend to win her 
to Christ. We prayed until we 
were assured that God-had heard, 
and then-I went to fing the young 
women—the soul winner and the 
sinner. When I found them, the 
lost girl stood in a kitchen door 
looking at John 5:24 in a Testa- 
ment held open before her face 
by the Christian young woman. 

As it dawned upon her that by 
simply receiving Christ she could 
have everlasting life and never 
lose it, the dear girl said, “Oh, I 
never knew that was. in the Bible; 
I did not know it was as easy as 
that!” Tearfully, she trusted the 
Saviour and all of us rejoiced to- 
gether. The Word of God did the 
work. Dear soul winner, as you 
go and weep over sinners, take 
with you the precious Word of 
God. H is the seed, the power 
of God unto salvation to every 
one who believes. 


The Certainty of Results 

The Scripture says, “He that 
goeth forth and weepeth, bearing 
precious seed, shall.doubtless come 
again with rejoicing, bringing his 
sheaves with him.” There is a 
certainty about results when we 
go in God’s way. God’s plans are 
infallible. Anybody in the world 
can be a soul winner,.if he is 
willing to go in the way Gog has 
laid out here in His Word. The 


out any doubt in the world. 

1 know that you will not win 
every sinner you approach. You 
may have to plead with ten sin- 
ners to win one, or with a hundred 
to win ten, or with a thousand 
to win a_ hundred, When the 
sower of whom Jesus spoke went 
forth to sow, some seed fell by 
the wayside and was carried away 
by the birds without sprouting. 
I Know that many sinners will 
never listen seriously to the gos- 
pel. Satan takes the seeq out of 
the heart before it has time to 
take root. Other seed fell among 
stones. Some hearts are too hard, 
it seems, for the Word of God to 
take any permanent root. In 
other sad cases where people re- 
ceive the Word it is so choked by 
the cares of this world and the 
deceitfulness of riches that it 
brings no fruit to perfection. We 
need not expect that every sinner 
to°whom we talk will be saved. 
But, thank God, some seed will 
fall in good soil and bring forth 
fruit, some thirty, some sixty and 
some an hundredfold. 

Did you ever “drop corn” on the 
farm? If so, you planted two, 
three, or four grains of corn in 
each hill. Only one good stalk of 
corn is desired in a hill, but a 
crow may get one seed and a cut 
worm another, and some seed will 
not sprout. So to insure a good 
stand, one must use more. seed 
than he expects to come to full 
fruitage. The cotton planter 
plants cotton seed thickly in a 
row, and when it comes up it is 
thinned out to a proper stand. Not 
every seeq comes to mature fruit- 
age, but the one who uses plenty 
of good seed makes a crop. 

The soul winner should know 
ahead of time that he will have 
disappointments. We will never 
win all the lost to Christ. “Wide 
is the gate, and broad is the way, 
that leadeth to destruction, and 
many there be which go in thereat” 
(Matt. 7:13). More people will be 
lost than will be saved: We will 
never get the world converted. But 
the soul winner who goes forth 
weeping, bearing precious seed, 
will snatch some brands from the 
burning. He will come back with 
his sheaves. 

If you go out to seek lost people, 
you will find some are not at 
home, others will not listen. A 
thousand hindrances will prevent 
the consummation of your purpose. 
But where one family has moved, 
you will find another with lost 
members. Where one will not 
hear, you will find somebody else 
eager for the message. You may 
have to turn from the rich to the 
poor, from the merry to the sad, 
before you find a willing audience 
for your message. You may have 
to turn from your own loved ones 
and your unsaved family to find 
a stranger. If those about you 
will not hear you, you may have 
to go to those in the hospitals and 
jails. But you may be sure that 
he that goeth forth and weepeth, 
bearing precious seed, shall cer- 
tainly come baek with souls. It 
will take going, it will take a 
broken heart, and it will take the 
life-giving Word of God, but this 
combination never fails. 

“Going forth with weeping,

The Soul-Winner’s Joy 

When one goes forth and weeps, 
and bears precious seed and comes 
back with sheaves, then how fit- 
ting that divine inspiration should 
say, he shall ‘doubtless come 
again with rejoicing, bringing his 
sheaves with him.” 

There is no joy like the soul- 
winner’s joy. The shepherd who 
comes home with the one lost 
sheep, ‘calleth together his friends 
and neighbours, saying unto them, 
Rejoice with me; for I have found 
my sheep which was lost.” The 
woman who loses a piece of silver 
and finds it, “calleth her friends 
and her neighbours together, say- 
ing, Rejoice with me; for I have 
found the piece which I haq lost.” 
And when the prodigal son comes 
back to the father, they kill the 
fatted calf and the happy home is 
marked by a feasting and re- 
joicing over the boy which “was 
dead, and is alive again; amd was 
lost, and is found.”

sinner that repenteth, more than 
over ninety and nine just persons, 
which need no repentance’; and 
again, “Likewise, I say unto you, 
there is joy in the presence of the 
angels of God over one sinner that 
repenteth.” It is only fitting that 
they that sow in tears should reap 
in joy, and so when we share the 
compassionate heart of the Sav- 
iour, God allows us to share, too, 
the joy which is in the presence 
of the angels. It was the soul- 
winner’s joy that Jesus had in 
mind when He was willing to die 
for sinners. He “for the joy that 
was set before Him endured the 
cross, despising the shame” (Heb. 


chapter of {saiah, where we are 
told that Jesus would bear our 
iniquities and that with His stripes 
we should be healed, because He 
would pour out his soul unto 
death, we are told, too, that “He 
shall see of the travail of His soul, 
and shall be satisfied.” Therefore, 
the Lord Jesus will come rejoicing, 
bringing in the sheaves, and all 
that have had a part in the sowing 
and.a share in His weeping will 
rejoice with Him, “when the saints 
go marching in.” When “many 
shall come from the east and west, 
and shall sit down with Abraham, 
and Isaac, and Jacob, in the king- 
dom of heaven,’ what a time of 
rejoicing that will be for all who 


sowed the precious seed and 
watereg it with tears! 

Others have the fame and 
plaudits of this world, Let Con- 
gress make the laws, and _ the 


President override the Constitu- 
tion, and let vulgar and- immoral 
movie stars have the limelight in 
the nation’s_press, but when the 
soul wifer who went forth after 
sinners, and wept over them, and 
planted in their hearts the Word 
of God—when the soul winner 
comes back with the drunkard 
saved and made sober, or with the 
harlot made pure and clean, or 
even with a little child  trans- 
formed into a child of God by being 
born again, the soul winner has the 
best of the bargain. And if we 
catch some gleams of joy here in 
the midst of our weeping, oh, what 
a joyful reaping when the Saviour 
comes and gathers up His jewels, 
and we see for the first time the 
fulness of our reaping! 

The soul winner then must take 
the long look, and by faith look 
forward to_the happy time when 
he will be paid a hundredfolq for 
all his tears, all his sorrows, and 
aH his self-denials. 

Christian, if you are defeated, 
discontented, unhappy; if you have 
lost the joy of the Lord and you 
do not enjoy prayer and the Bible 
and Christian service as you once 
did, then what you need to do is 
to give yourself with a holy 
abandon to going after sinners, 
weeping, bearing precious seed. 
When you come back, as you 
doubtless will, the Scripture says, 
with sheaves, then you will come 
with rejoicing. Lost joy will be
